FOOTBALL DILEMMA 

The McGill Redmen haven't been doing too well this season. 

As the 1954 football season closes, The Daily presents a discussion on the 
plight of the Redmen and possible solutions to this plight. 

The present situation is outlined by The Daily's Sports Editor, and we have 
asked Vic Obeck, head of McGill's Department of Athletics, and sports columnists 
for some of the Montreol newspopers to outline their views os to a solution. 

The Editors 
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Vic Obcck, on on his radio broadcast of October 12, 1962, warned 
the citizens of Montreal that should the Redmen fail to win the inter 
colleBinte football title thnt year, it would be mony, mony years 
before another opportunity to do so presented itself. 

Loan Fund Dropped 
That was the year that the Athlclic l.uan I'und was abolished 
with the rcsultinK loss of Michcncr and Tomlinsun to the profes- 
sional ranks. That wos the year that the remaining Rrcat veterans 
of the 1950-51 era were due to (ïraduatc. That wns the year the 
Inlcrnicdiatc Indians, the Ifcdmcn of the future', were wnllopped 
62-5 ljy Queen's University. That was the year that Daily columnist 
Cy Lewis predicted "within two years McGill will be fiehlinK such 
poor teams that they will be laugltcd right off the iiiayinR fields." 
The writing was already on the wall. 

Committee of InvestiRation 
At the time that the Loan Fund was revoked, the Special Conv 
mittfc on Athletics, which was set up to investisate the possibilities 
of a taint of professionalism nt the University (in short, the Loan 
Fund), had actually considered withdrawing McGill from senior foot- 
ball competition because of the peculiar position it was thrown into 
without it. The comittee finally decided to adopt the alternative of 
nllowinpr .AIcGill to continue compotiiit' "for so long as this should 
prove compatible with the true character of university athletics". 
Progressively Worse 
"This", of course, has not proven compatible. Lacking the tre- 
mendous feeder organization tliat the Ontario scliuuls have, McC ill's 
lenms have grown progressively worse until today, when the Ued- 
mcn arc faced with the humiliation of completing the collegiate 
schedule without winning' u sinnlc li:illt;anu'. 

Few High School I'rospocts 
The termination of financial nid to athletics has left the Uni- 
versity completely dependent on the local high schools, for its material. 
Presently the Greater Montreal Intcrscholastlc Athletic Association 
has four high schools competing in the senior "A" bracket: Montreal 
High School, West Hill High School, Darcy McGee, and Loyola. The 
last could be eliniinateii directly as a potential .source since it retains 
prneticnlly oil of its players for its own College team. That leaves 
just three, all operating with meagre budgets and suffering from 
a lack of interest. . 

No Eligibility Itules 
Lack of strict eligibility rules has cut down this already small 
number of collegiate candidates stilT further. The (J.MIAA provides 
no rules, with tlie exception of age limits, regarding who may 
, compete in intcrscholastlc athletics — it is left up to the discre- 
tion of the respective school principals. Consequently, students who 
have failed to complete a grade are not obliged to drop out of 
competition. It is common knowledge that the most conspicitius 
'high school grid stars are the ones who have been around the 
longest — liardly the types that could later be expected to attend 
University. 

Contrast with Varsity 
Taking a look nt the University of Toronto, on the other hand, 
it has two senior high school leagues, a total of 29 teams, operating 
practically at its doorstep. The scholastic rules include an elegibility 
clause which forbids nil repenting students »«^ipete. Potentially, 
then, every football player" graduating from -one- of the city high 
schools is a college candidate. 

The school games, whcih are backed by a commercial organiza- 
tion, draw anywhere from 5,00 to 7,000 fans. A giant football carnival 
sponsored jointly by both leagues before the regular season draws 
OS many as 20,000 spectators. A similar carnival here in Montreal 
attracts, ot best, some 6,000 people. 

Intramural Program 
But even with this 'form system', Varsity in iU own right has 
strived to develop talent on it own. It has set up an extensive 
intramural tackle football program between its various colleges. 
Such a system could concievably produce one, perhaps two or three, 
players good enough for the intercollegiate wars per year. 
Revision Necessary 
McGill, aparently has fluffed her chance to encourage local 
development. Back in 1950 and 1951, when hers were considered 
the "teams to beat", she should have encouraged, prehaps even de- 
manded, a revision of the high school regulations. The Athletics 
Department toojc one step forward with a football 'clinic* but that 
was hardly enough. Now she has to pay.

Crisis 

Football at Chicago had appar- 
ently reached a crisis, the custom- 
ary American solution to which is . 
to fire the coach. Robert M. Hut- 
chins, President at the time and 
for the twelve years f olowing, fired 
the team as well. 

Justifying his action in a 
recent issue of 'Sports Illus- 
trated', Hntchins claims that : 
■"the game hamiiered the uni- 
ver>!ity'H efforts to become the 
kind of institution it aspired 
to be. The university believed 
that it should devote itself to 
Diluration, research and scho- 
larship. Intercollegiate foot- 
bull has little tu do with any 
of these things, and an insti- 
tution that is to do well in 
them will have to concentrate 
upon them and rid itself of 
irrclevancies, no matter how 
attractive or profitable." 

Material Needed

Mr. Vic Obeck in particular, has 
spoken to high school students 
across Canada, as well as making 
regular visits to Windsor, Hamil- 
ton, Toronto and Ottawa to ad- 
dress Graduates' Society dinners 
for local athletic stars. In addi- 
tion, Mr. Obeck has received inqui 
ries 'through his coast^Hcpast^TV 



show, and these contacts arc being 
followed up. 

With no loon fund or any other 
kind of athletic assistance, one 
might think that there isn't too 
much to talk about to graduating 
athletes. Mr. Obeck assures us, 
however, that this isn't so. 

"The Athletics Department pri- 
marily convinces the boys thot the 
main reason for attending a Uni- 
versity is for their education, and 
no institution can top what McGill 
■has to offer here — whether or 
not we have athletic scholar- 
ship ..." 

Department officials also stress- 
ed the part played by McGill gra- 
duates and friends in letting them 
know ' .of i prospective , athlrtic . stu- 



dents. It was suggested in addi- 
tion, that recruiting by the student 
body might be effective in increa- 
sing the quantity of good players 
coming to McGill. 

Another Athletics Department 
project is Canada's only free Foot- 
ball Clinic, Avhich was been atten- 
ded by High School coaches from 
all over Eastern Ontario, Quebec, 
and even from tlie Maritime pro- 
vinces. 

The Deportment staff admit 
that "all the foregoing may not 
look as if it has produced many 
results," but they plan to keep try- 
ing. They would always be "very

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A FOOTBALL CRISIS 



The first year with a new team is a tough 
one for any coach, but this one has been tougher 
than usual for McGill's Lorry Sullivan. We doubt 
if even 'Miracle' Metros could have given McGill 
a contending team. 

McGill's coaches have been good over the 
lost , few yeors, but our football team has been 
going steadily downhill for lack of good ployers. 
This year, we hove reached the point where we 
might as well get out of the senior intercollegiate 
league if we cannot get football talent. We cer- 
tainly ore not offering • much competition as 
things stand. 

Being sentimentalists at heart, we would hate 
ïo'see McGill out of the league — even to form 
a new circuit with McMoster and O.A.C. Instead 
of this, we think that something must be done 
to improve the status quo. 

The long run solution, we think, lies with the 
high schools. Until strict scholpstic elegibility 
rules ore set and enforced in the Montreal high 
schooi leogue, there will be» few players iri that 
league with any hope of getting to university, 
and McGill will get little football material from 
its natural 'form' area. 

The McGill Deportment of Athletics should 
be using all the influence it can muster to change 
0 situption that has little justification athleti- 
cally or academically. It should not be too diffi- 
cult to persuade high school principals or even 
the league authorities to require that their play- 
ers maintain good academic standing This ruling 
alone would increase the percentage of high 
school players with ocademic qualifications for 
University. 

For a short run solution (and we must hove 



I - ' ■ ■ ■' 
one if we are still . to hove a team to benefit in 

the long run) we must permit subsidization at 

McGill. 

There is no reason why McGill players should 
not be offered the maximum permitted under 
CIAU rules. If this is not enough, we ought to 
consider an attempt to hove the rules changed. 

Athletic subsidization has both desirable and 
undesiroble aspects, but it is not immoral. Com- 
mercialism in college sport becomes a vice only 
if the universities let it compromise their acade- 
mic standards. This McGill need and must not 
do. 

We might not like the idea of subsidising our 
players, but it moy be necessary if we dre to- 
compete. Parity with other universities in ottroc- 
tions to prospective talent is not enough. If we 
are to compensate for our interest disadvantage 
in scarcity of local tbient, we must offer more. 
At the moment, we cannot offer football prestige, 
and until we con, we must have something more 
tangible. 

Even then we may not have o Championship 
team, but we will hove a contending team. We 
may not win all our games, but o McGill victory 
will be within the bounds of possibility. At .the 
moment, we're being not only beaten, but com- 
pletely outclassed in every gome. 

We hove a sweepline, in letters 176 points 
(2'/2 inches) high pinned over our desk. It was 
set up in type four years ago, when McGill nearly 
won 0 championship, and has been hanging there 
in anticipation ever since. Unless something is 
done about McGill's football problem, it is likely 
to keep on hanging there for many years to 
come.

// virtue is its own reward, a theory we have 
always regarded with a considerable degree of 
practical doubt, then the MeGUl football club 
miist feel a full measure of reward at the end 
of a diaaatroua season on the field. For McGill 
played the game, played it according to the rulcsi 
That is their only trophy. 

There ia tt attspicion, accompanied by the Scotch 
"not proven" verdict, that other teams in the Inter- 
collegiate arc not quite so sincere and careful as 
. McGill in their adherence to the Certificate of 
.Eligibility. Or perhaps it is mere coineideneo that 
Western, Toronto Varsity and Queens all bob up 
■each year with better teams than MeGill is able 
to muster. ' 

Originally, the Certificate of Eligibility was 
regarded as a practical, enforceable code likely 
to pavo the way for complete amateurism in col- 
lege football. It was felt, or, at least, it was the 
motivating prineial^ that if the. sport was to be 
preserved among institutions dedicated to tite prin- 
ciples of higher education the pendulum must 
swing toward amateurism in the strictest sense 
of the word, and no shennanigans with under-the- 
table payments, athletic scholarships, and the like, 

MeGUl accepted this dictum in good faith, ad- 
'j ' hered to it m the good faith typical of the insti- 
tution, 'which is traditionally amateur in its ap- 
proach to all sports. ' Briefly put, MeGUl operates 
■ in a league in which it ia against the rules to give 
athlélio schàlarships to any of the players on its 
representative teams. This meaits that McGill 
has thé ' ehotée of living up to the. rules of the 
league that they play in or of bredeing thmi. 

■ .., The rules presently in force .are' very exaet, 
^ and,ito my .mind, the only way that a boy could 
^'.^reak. them. is by perjuring himself. Each player 
.4 ■\-"'''n. a. statement swearing that he ia recciv- 
■ 1 'ts- ..aunt, either direct or indirectly, that 
..y^imefition .with his athletie abUity.- If a.

t is the reason that only "bona fide" loans can be 
used to help. 

It is no fault of McGill that the perfectly 
ethical system of repayable loans set up by Vie 
Obcek to interest footballers desirous of securing 
a good education was waylaid. While this plan 
was being disettsscd by the Athletic Committee 
and before any conclusions were ' reached, the 
Canadian Intercollegiate Athletie Union, at the 
instigation of other universities, changed their 
rules of Eligibility to require that no player could 
receive loans from a fund not under complete 
university control. It will be seen that this aetion 
aatomatically cancelled the Loan Fund at MeGill 
wUhout decision or aetion on the part of the 
Athletie Committee. 

As everybody ia aware, MeGill in football 
works under tremendous handicaps, aa compared 
to at least tivo of the other competing universities. 
Western and Toronto Varsity, which are prac- 
tically aurounded by football teams in schools, 
offering a rich choice of talent such as does not 
exist on the Montreal sector. 

Under such conditions McGill carries on in 
football, jiot gloriously in the athletic sense', but 
at least virtuously. And whither, from there? We 
haven't the faintest idea. 



Gazelle Sportswrller Hints 
Change to Exiiibition Football 

Dink Carroll, the Gazette's Sports Editor, 
lorites in his column that there is talk of MeGiWi 
withdrawing from thé Intercollegiate Union to 
play exhibition football with "teams like MeMaster 
and small colleges across the border."

Although this observer has been retired from active writing for 
this paper since 1961, we did briefly return to our typewriter during 
the fall of 1962 to comment on the football situation at McGill as it 
existed at that time. , i'. , 

We pointed out that if McGill continued her football policy, that 
within two years we would be fielding such poor teams that we would 
be laughed right out of the league. 

Doormats of the LeoRue 

McGill is now the league doormat and when doormats become 
worn out, they get thrown out. Witness MeMaster. Why have we 
come to this sorry estate? What can we do about it? 

At the time we first predicted this state of affairs this reporter 
stated that McGill could do one of two things, either she could pay 
her players (i.e. through athletic scolarships, a loan fund, or some 
such device) or she could get out ot the league and save herself 
the humiliation of becoming doormats. We have not changed our 
opinion, but wo have another alternative. ' 

New League 

Why doesn't McGill form a new league? This league might 
contain MeMaster, OAC and McGill: three teams of equal strentgh 
and capability. 

Some people, and we include ourselves in the group, don't think 
that cither quitting or forming a new league is the answer. Wo also 
realize that you can't "buy" a full football team. Even the Alouettes 
only have thirteen Imports (including their three Canadian>Amer- 
icatis) — the rest of the team is made up of Canadians. . 

There is a saying around the gridiron fraternity that the team 
with best reserve strength i.e. Canadian 'homebrews', is the' team 
that takes the money. This has been proven year after year, since 
pro football became big time in Canada. How, you will ask, docs 
this concern the colleges? The answer is a simple one. 

Open Secret 

It is an open secret that for years, the other three schools have 
somehow been luring promising players. The form and substance 
of their assistance is not up for questioning, ond I am convinced 
that it is legal. Naturally, though, none of these teams are com- 
pletely subsidized. 

High School Sources ' 
There is one big parallel with pro football. Toronto, Western 
or Queen's get the bulk of their talent from the local high school 
systems. It is also a fact that Queen's (with very little high school 
talent to draw on) do not often stack up well against Varsity and 
Western, with their seemingly bottomless well of trained high school 
footballers. 

• No Ilcservcs 
Even in the salad days of McGill's Loan Fund our football 
team couldn't win championships, not because they were no good 
but because they always seemed to run out of good reserve strength 
at the crucial moment. Our first teams were always good, in fact 
you might even say they were great, but our second teams never 
could stack up to Varsity's or Western's substitutes for the simple 
reason that our local high school Athletics Set-up is, to put it 
politely, awful. 

Our high schools have no uniform eligibility code. In Toronto 
and Western Ontorio athletics must maintain a fairly high average 
to play for their teams. 

aietros and Mastcrson both have installed their system into the 
high school coaching set-ups so that boys coming to those universities 
from the high schools arc not only scholastically competent but also 
trained in the Metros or Mastcrson way of football. They don't 
have to be taught fundamentals. 

Up to Athletics Dept. ' 

If the athletics department will tackle the problem from the high" 
school angle and thus ensure McGill of a steady stream of well 
developed local, talent I'm sure that the problem of obtaining a few 
star players would solve itself. There are always willing alumni 
to persuade a high school star to come to McGill if there is the chance 
of being on a winning team. 

This, then Is my answer to the problem facing McGill. Lot us 
stop wringing our hands and crying the blues. Let us get out and 
develop the local talent in every way possible. 

The modus operandi of such a scheme is beyond this writer's 
capabilities to outline but if Western, Toronto and numerous American 
colleges can do it, there is no reason why McGill can't

cry from all those connected with 
the institution. McGill has not had 
88 bad a eeaaon as this since I 
first arrived to become the head 
football coach. I believe thot ony- 
one who has studied the situation 
will And that the first year of any 
new head coach is usually a losing 
season. I might even use the ex- 
ample of Coach Doug Walker of 
the Alouettes. In his first year 
here in Montreal he lost twelve 
football games, in some cases by 
large scores. 

Will Uccover 
I firmly believe that once this 
year of orientation and "'shalce 
dowTi" is finished under our new 
head coach, Larry Sullivan, Mc 
Gill will, once again return to a 
position where they are winning 
their fair share of football games 
I believe thot if ' the record is 
studied over the past five years 
for example it will show that Mc 
Gill did win more games than they 
lost. If you realize that every 
Saturdoy half the football teams 
which play have to lose this isn't 
too bad a record after all. 

I do not envisage that McGill 
will ever become what is known as 
a 'football power' in intercollegiate 
football. I do believe, however, 
that McGill will once again return 
to the position where they can put 
up a very creditable showing every 
- Saturday afternoon. 

Temporary Problem 
. 1 have been asked by the Editor 
I to put dovm what I think is a solu- 
tion to the present predicament. 
From the foregoing you can see 
that I feel that our present pre- 
dicament is strictly a onc-ycar 
transitional period and that it will 
change. McGill will continue to do 
everything they can, within the 
rules, to interest outstanding ath- 
letes across Canada to come to 
McGill primarily because wo feel 
that obtaining a degree from Mc- 
Gill is certainly to the boy's ad- 
vantage, and it is to McGiH,'s ad- 
vantage to obtain young men who 
arc not only outstanding athletes 
but good scholars and therefore 
material for future leaders of 
Canada- 
Less Material 
Due to the fact that we are 
located in Quebec, we are not sur 
rounded by the quantity of foot- 
ball material that exists in Ontario 
because football is not played to 
any great extent in the province 
of Quebec. This geographical rea- 
son cannot very well be changed.^ 
Scholarships ? 
The second question which seems 
to have promoted the most discus- 
sion recently is whether McGill 
should give athletic scholarships or 
not. That particular question has 
ho place in discussions at the pces- 
ent time because McGill operates 
in a league where athletic scholar- 
ships are illegal. If and when the 
time ever comes that the league 
changea its rules, then, and only 
then, will McGill be faced with the 
problem of whether to approve the 
. principle of athletic scholarships or 
not. 

I am sure that everyone at Mc 
Gill agrees that they would not ad 
vocato McGill breaking the rules 
to win football gomes merely be 
cause of this situation. Every stu- 
dent who now competes on any 
representative team within the 
C.I.A.U. must sign a Certificate 
of Eligibility in which he swears 
to the fact that he has not received 
any payment, either directly or in- 
directly, that has any connection 
with his athletic ability. You can 



readily see that a boy would have 
to perjure himself to accept funds 
on the one hand and sign this 
statement "with the other. I cer- 
tainly think that McGill'a advocate 
ing such a move is too ludicrous 
even to discuss. 

Loan Fund 7 
A system of bona fide loans 
which could be made to prospective 
students who are financially unable 
to come to McGill is one posibility 
that would help and still fit within 
the letter and the spirit of the 
rules of the C.I.A.U. The Athletic 
Loan Fund which existed two years 
ago was, to my mind, very success- 
ful. Those who borrowed money 
for their college expenses at that 
time signed forms for that amount 
of money; some payments have 
been made, others are being made, 
and in some cases the loan has been 
completely paid off already. 

In summary I might just say 
that McGill intends to live by the 
rules of any league in which she 
takes part. Members of the staff 
and interested graduates will . con- 
tinue to try to induce oiits^anding 
boy.s ncros.s Canada to come to Mc- 
Gill for many reasons. The football 
coaching staff at McGill will con- 
tinue to try to do everything they | 
possibly can to improve the calibre 
of football players at McGill and 
in the surrounding area. One ex- 
ample of this is the annual foot- 
ball clinic run for the benefit of 
high school coaches. Also we hope 
that we will get the wholehearted 
support of the undergraduates and 
the graduates of the University in 
cheering for, supporting and en- 
couraging the members of all in- 
tercollegiate teams whether they 
win, lose or draw.

Stanford and coached its team to 
the Rose Bowl. To get the football 
players necessary, Hutchins folt, 
Chicago would have had to pay 
for them and to make academic 
concessions to keep them in the 
university. This he was not pre- 
pared to do.' 

But money spent on footboli 
team has in some cases proven to 
be money well invested. The Uni- 
versity of Houston for instance, 
•was given oil payments amounting 
to $2,226,000 one year in recogni- 
tion of "the great spirit and déter- 
mination shown by the Cougars 
(their football team) ... in de 
feating Baylor." 

Hutchins, however, doesn't 
think it's worth the efforU He 
dismisses intercollegiate, foot- 
ball In any form as "an infer- 
nal nuisance." He admita that 
"It can be less of a nuisance" 
if played by studentii coming 
ts imiversity without any spe- 
cial inducements or special 
treatment. A univertiity with 
such a football team, though, 
must find rivals of about the 
Home size with the same con- 
victionK. "If they have not," 
HnUhins:: warns; "you will be 
continuottsty and unmercifully 
defeated, and this is some- 
thing that (you) . . . will not 
be able to stand indefinitely." 
The University of Chicago has 
found that money comes in as 
readily to improve education as to 
build up football power. It has 
found that students and alumni 
can be as interested in intellectual 
progress as athletic prowess. The 
university is an ^ Institution of 
higher education, and It is felt that 
scholarship ought to come first. 



much qualified yes. He said that 
the initiation of a close liaison be- 
tween the high schools and McGill 
would be entirely up to McGill 
authorities. He pointed out that 
even if such a liaison was made, 
there would not be too much 
chance of it producing any results 
imniediately. It would take several 
years to build up a powerful lea- 
gue that would produce high 
calibre players. 

At present the Senior LcaRue 
consists of only four teams. The 
Toronto, and London areas have 
some one hundred and fifty (160) 
Senior A teams. Obviously Western 
and Toronto have a better chance 
of coming up with good talent than 
McGill, has. 

.Mr. UrquhnrI also stated 
that Kumc form of inducement 
would be necessary to cncou- 
rnKC hiKh school players to 
come out for football at an 
earlier age than they do now, 
and then to stick to football 
as their main sport 
He pointed out that most high 
school football players also play on 
the high school hockey, basketball, 
volleyball and other teams. In 
other words they have no time to 
study enough to make a Univer- 
sity entrance mark. 

Five of his Montreal High play 
ers in the last two or three years 
have landed berths with Western 
professional teams. They couldn't 
get into McGill. However if they 
had been suitably induced to con 
centrate on their studies as well 
as football, they might nôt have 
hod any trouble reaching McGill 
entrance stondards. 

He further stated that West- 
em spends some $10,000 a 
year on high school league 
organization and also supplies 
' the offices for the leagues. He 
intimated that if the Univer- 



sity were to eml>ark on a pro- 
gram of organization In the 
Western and Toronto manner 
there was the district possibi- 
lity of building the league up 
in numbers through more play- 
ers taking an Interest in and 
turning ^out for football at 
some of the so-called "weaker" 
high schools. Montreal still 
couldn't match the Western 
and Toronto numbers, but then 
half a loaf is better than none. 

As a McGill graduate himself, 
Mr. Urquhort didn't want McGill 
to quit as the answer to their prob- 
lem. Ho thought that a more vigor- 
ous and modern approach to the 
question by the university authori- 
ties and straight facing of the 
facts was all that would be neces- 
sary to bring McGill back into 
contention.

Education First 
The main factor is that the boy 
and his education arc the prime 
considerations, while financial 
benefits to the school, and confer- 
ence championships are of a very 
minor and secondary nature. As 
a matter of passing notice, Notre 
Dame plays in no league, and for 
the past decade, have scorned 
numerous bowl bids, even though 
they possessed unbeaten teams. 
Unlike many of the other 
large United States univer- 
. sities, athletes at Notre 
Darae are far from pam- 
pered. They are given an 
education — but no car, 
expense account or soft 
job. They J^ead a normal 
collegiate life, living in the 
dorms with fellow students. 
They have to comply with 
all of the rules of the uni- 
versity. Last year, Ralph 
Guglielmi and Joe Heap, 
two star players were sus- 
pended from school for one 
semester for breaking cur- 
few by one half an hour. 
77% Average 
Athletes, to be eligible to com- 
pete in collegiate games must pos- 
sess an average of over 779i>. The 
athletes averages are the first to 
be compiled after semester exami- 
nations. On one occasion, two first 
string basketball players along 
with the best sub were taken off 
the team the day before the big 
Kentucky game. 

Notre Dame is strictly above 
board. There are no special deals, 
no extra inducement to come to 
South Bend. The athlete is a 
scholar first and player second, 
which is the way it should be with 
college athletics.

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Johnny Metras and his colorful 
University of Western -Ontario 
Mustangs invade the Molson Oval 
tomorrow afternoon for the final 
gome of the Senior Intercollegiate 
schedule and the big question on 
everybody's lips is: will History 
repeat itself?
